ever made uſe of them to revenge pri- 


vate Injuries. 1 know likewiſe that this 
Cuſtom, of Barbarous and Gothick Origi- 8 
nal, ind the Spawn of Knight-Ertantry, 
is diametrically oppoſite and repugnant 


to the Precepis of Chriſtianity, which 


teaches 
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teaches: us to bear Injuries ; and deſpiſe 
ill, Uſage, But then it muſt be obſerv'd, 


that this Cuſtom, as Savage, and Unchri- 
tian as it is, having, for wany Ages, 


been Tolerated, and in ſome Caſes, Au- 
thorized, in molt Kingdoms and States of 


Chriſtendom, got ſuch a deep Root, that 


it was not in the Power of ſubſequent Laws 


wholly to eradicate it. The Tryals of 


Camp-Fight were, indeed, ſuppreſs'd in Exg- 
land, by William the Conqueror and Edjy. II. 


but were ſtill allow'd in other Countries, 


particularly in France, where in the Reign 
of Henry II. a famous. Duel was fought; 
in the Preſence of that Prince and his 
Court, between Meſſieurs de la Chateteraye 
and de Farnac ; in which the latter Ham- 
[trung his Adverſary, by a Paſs which, 
to this Day, is call'd Coup de Farnac 7 


The preſent King of France, by rigorous 


Edicts, which, to do him Juſtice, are the 
juſteſt Pride of his long Reign, has gone 
a great way. to conquer a Monſte, that 


drain d the Blood of his beſt Subjects; 
nd other Sovereigns, either in Imitation 
of Him, or from their own Wildom, have 


made wholefome Laws to reſtrain the 


S Frantick Humour of Dueling. But as 


thoſe Edicts and Laws don't remove the 
Cauſe, fo they remain, in great meaſure; 


ineffectual: And Duels are ftill fought 


in France and elſewhere, under the Diſ- 


# guiſe of Rencounters. The Reaſon why 
ve read of no ſingle Combars among the 
W Greeks and Romans. is, undoubtedly, bes 


cauſe it was more infamous among them 
to give; than receive Ajjronts : But as 


long as Men are ſubject to the Paſſions . 


dulg'd as the Diſtinguiſhing Character of a 
Gentleman, I doubt the Efficacy of the 


perſonal Injuries, by way of Arms.
